We have 
to thank the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion’s Humanities Division which, 
in 1944, provided funds for trans- 
lation and publication of books in 
the field of the humanities and 
the social sciences. Seven of these 
have so far appeared and of these 
I have had a wrestle with four. 

They are of immense value to 
professionals, and fascinating to 
the merely curious. 

It is significant that since we 
began to translate, the Soviets 
themselves have not published 
any later books on these subjects 
and have banned any export of 
literature, save, of course, the 
great flood of propaganda. 


Man Powe—USSR 


One of the problems which con- 
fronts this nation most seriously: 
is our relative shortage of man 
power. So turbulent is the sea of 
change that in one decade we are 
worrying about too much popula- 
tion, and in another, too little. 

We were strained for man pow- 
er in the recent world war. We 
feel the pinch of it now as we 
seek to maintain a normal civilian 
economy and build u an army of 
2 million men, 

The Russians have inexhaus- 
tible man power at their com- 
mand—hordes and hordes of 
Asiatics to work in factories, 
fields and to serve in armies. 

They can use only a portion 
of them at a time. But, they 
are there. The birth rate is 
quite high and it is rising. 


In Russia 


This did not escape the notice 
of the Soviets. On page 173 of 
_ the book on econdmic geography, 
we find the authors gloating. 

In discussing encouragement of 


a high USSR birth rate, the au- 
thors say, “Census data vividly 
confirm thé vast superiority of 
the Soviet system over the capi- 
talist.” 

They then gleefully note that 
in 1939 (the year their book was 
published) the USSR population 
had reached more than 170 mil- 
lion. (The population of the U. S. 
in 1950 is roughly 150 million.) 
This Soviet figure did not in- 
clude that of the Western Ukraine 
and Belorussia which were in- 
corporated into the USSR late 
in 1939. They added about 13 
million, making the total about 
184 million. Today the Soviets, 
with China and middle Europe 
added, can call on a disquieting 
figure of more than 700 million.

He fought in Europe in the last 
war with the famed 86th Black 
Hawk Division under the com- 
mand of Gen. George S. Patton. At 
the conclusion of the war in Eu- 
rope he wag sent to Japan, arriving 
there several weeks after the sur- 
render. 

More recently, Cpl. Sanders had 
been stationed at Fort McPherson, 
but he embarked for the Pacific 
again last March 17. 

He attended Cook grammar 
school, Fulton High School and 
wasa member of the Central Pres- 
byterian Church. 

In addition to his parents, the 
proprietors of a confectionery shop 
at 746 Memorial Dr. S. E., Cpl. 
Sanders is survived by one sister, 
Mrs. Evelyn Hutchens, of Bloom- 
ington, Ind. A brother, who served 
in the Marine Corps in World War 
II, was accidentally electrocuted 
in Monroe, La., in 1946.

Bits of timber fell off the roof of 
the schoolhouse in which we were 
sitting. 

“On the way,” said Capt. Ken- 
neth R. “Doc” Eckert, of Park- 
ville, Mo., into the phone. 

About 50 feet outside the school- 
house an American 155 milli- 
meter howitzer had blown a 
greasy blue smoke ring into the 
air. A gurgling whistle trailed off 
into silence. 

Some 12, miles away the shell 
burst near a railroad tunnel on 
the road from Yongdong. It was 
observed by a Yank overhead in a 
spotter plane. 

The spotter spoke by radio to 
Eckert. “Deflection 50 to the right, 
range short 100.” 

Eckert transmitted this infor- 
mation to his plotter, Cpl. Robert 
E. Corcoran, 19, of Maynard, Mass. 

Corcoran did some mysterious 
business with a slide rule and 
called the result into another tele- 
phone. 

“We have some enemy troops 
‘and artillery that we think are 
hiding in that tunnel,” Eckert ex- 
plained, “and we're trying to 
bounce a couple into the entrance.” 

A moment later the room shook 
and the air vibrated with another 
blast. This time

Russia’s Malik Calls 
Council Meeting Aug. |

LAKE SUCCESS, July 27—Jacob A. Malik, Soviet rep- 
resentative on the United Nations Security council, notified 
Secretary General Trygve Lie Thursday afternoon that he 
will assume his dutjes as President of the Council for Au- 
gust, thus ending his walkout in protest against the Coun- 
cil’s refusal to expel Nationalist China. 


Mr. Malik added that he had 
called a meeting of the Council 
for 3 p. m, next Tuesday, Aug. 1, 
and would inform Mr. Lie of the 
agenda later. 

The Soviet delegation declined 
to comment on Mr. Malik’s unex- 
pected decision, which was in flat 
contradiction to his statement on 
Jan. 13, when he walked out of 
the Security Council, that he 
would not participate in the work 
of the Council as long as Nation- 
alist China remained a member. 
Since then Soviet representatives 
have walked out of more than 30 
other United Nations bodies with 
the same statement. 

It was generally agreed that the 
basic reasons for Mr. Malik’s re- 
turn include the following: 


1. To use his powers as Presi- 
dent to rule that Dr. T. E. Tsiang, 
the Nationalist representative, is 
no longer a member of the Coun- 
cil. His ruling can be overruled by 
a vote of seven out of the 11 mem- 


bers of the Council, but the Coun- 
cil is evenly divided, five and five, 
between nations that have recog- 
nized the Communist regime and 
those that have not. 

2. To use the Council as a forum 
for repeating Soviet charges that 
the Council’s resolutions of June 
27, authorizing the use of armed 
force for the defense of South 
Korea, and of July 7, establishing 
a unified command under the 
United States, were illegal. 

Actually, the two questions are 
interlinked, since the Soviet Union 
had denied the validity of the 
two resolutions, among other rea- 
sons, because the seventh vote 
was provided by Nationalist China. 
In addition, Prime Minister Nehru 
of India and Prime green Stalin 
of the Soviet Unior agreed in a 
recent exchange of letters that 
Communist China should be ad- 
mitted to the Security Council as 
a preliminary to settling the Ko- 
rean question through the Council.

Following a two-day manhunt, 
Lawrenceville police nabbed 29- 
‘year-old J. B. Johnson at his 
home near Lilburn, scene of the 
slaying, and accused him of play- 
ing a role in the crime equally 
as serious as that of Horace Head, 
an escapee from the Milledgé- 
ville State Hospital. 

Head confessed to the killing 
late Wednesday, according to po- 
lice who said he recounted a 
weird tale of drunkenness and 
‘brutality but stated many of the 
details “were too hazy to recall.” 

Accusing Johnson of being 
present and actually _ striking 
Powell, Head said he couldn't re- 
member how many times John- 
‘son hit him. Johnson admitted 
‘being in the secluded Powell 
farmhouse at the time the farmer 
was killed but denied “taking a 
‘crack at the old man.” 

The fight ending in death fol- 
‘lowed a week-long drinking binge 
‘during which, Head told police, 
he drank from a half-gallon to 
three quarts of bootleg liquor a 
day.

Liquor Suit 


It occurs to us that on the basis of fact, 
aside from legal technicalities, the deci- 
sion and comment by Federal Judge Fred 
L. Wham, of East St. Louis, was correct. 

The Judge said Federal law did not pro- 
vide a remedy for State law liquor enforce- 
ments and went on to say that from the 
evidence the State laws were violated 
“extensively and with insolence.” He de- 
ducted from that, as do we, that there 
must be a “substantial number of key en- 
forcement officers in the State of Georgia 
who do not resist corrupting influences.” 


It is obvious that not only do they not 
resist them, but they nurse the corrupting 
influences to their bosoms.

Leave It 
To the FBI 


WASHINGTON—After all of the false hue 

and cry raised over the McCarthy charges about 

Communists in the Government, now exposed 

by a Senate investigating committee as a “hoax and a fraud,” it 

comes as a fitting finale to the whole sorry business to be reminded 

of what the Department of Justice has done toward weeding out 
and prosecuting subversive elements during the past five years. 


- For this reminder the country is indebted to Sen. Brien Mc- 
Mahon, of Connecticut, one of the majority members of the five- 
man committee which investigated the McCarthy charges. As a 
final seal to what the committee did in exposing the charges for 
what they were, he took the floor of the Senate the other day 
to review the record of the Government enforcement agency in 
dealing with subversives. 


That record, he said, should be proof enough 
Proof Enough to any fair-minded person that the Govern- 
ment itself has taken the lead in prosecuting undesirable elements, 
whereas an effort has been made to create the impression that 
the Administration was harboring such elements. 


Sen. McMahon pointed out, for example, that it was not Sen. 
McCarthy or any of his coterie of Communist-shouting critics who 
prosecuted Alger Hiss and brought him to the doors of the peni- 
tentiary. “It was the Department of Justice,” he reminded. 


Nor was it any member of the Senate or the House who brought 
Judith Coplon to justice, he added. In like manner he referred 
to the prosecution against the 11 Communists in New York, the 
Marzani case, Harry Bridges, whom the Department of Justice 
is seeking to deport, and the successful prosecution that was under- 
taken of the large group who refused to answer pertinent ques- 
tions before Congressional committees regarding their Communistie 
affiliations. Some 10 or 15 of the latter were sent to jail, he 
recalled. ' 


It was the Department of Justice that initiated these prose- 
cutions and sent the culprits to jail or convicted them, he empha- 
sized. Somehow it seemed to be appropriate that the country be 
reminded of these facts. We have had so much of McCarthyism 
during the past few months that the country may have been misled. 
There are those who would have us believe that the Government 
has been out to protect such elements, rather than prosecute them. 


: The Communists, of course, have sought to 
Fifth Column infiltrate the Government. That has been a 
part of their fifth-column activities from the start. President 
Truman, the: Senate was reminded, sensed this several years ago. 
It was under his direction, Sen. McMahon pointed out, that the pro- 
gram to ferret out the Communists was mapped out. We spent 
some 10 or 12 million dollars to that end. Under the program 
comprehensive checks were made of the loyalty of more than 
2,000,000 Government workers. , 


The loyalty boards were nonpartisan in character. To make 
sure that no criticism could be directed at its work, the Presi- 
dent named an outstanding Republican, Seth W. Richardson, as 
head of the undertaking. The task was done smoothly and effi- 
ciently. Subversives who had crept into the Government service 
during the war period, when we were more tolerant of the Rus- 
sians because they were our allies, were forced out or resigned. 

That is the way the problem should have 


The Right Way been handled, not as McCarthy would 


have it with conviction by accusation. After reviewing the record, 
Sen. McMahon made this statement: “If any Senator or anyone 
else in the United States has evidence of subversion against the 
Government, if he will take the evidence to the FBI, that great 
organization will investigate the evidence, will present it to the 
prosecuting attorneys, the prosecutors will present the evidence 
in court, and if the accused person is guilty he will be found guilty 
and sent to jail.” 


From the record of the Department of Justice the country has 
a right to place full reliance on that statement. The Department 
has not failed to bring about convictions in a single case of the 
kind it has handled. It is something we need to be reminded of 
after all of the irresponsible mutterings that have gone on since 
the McCarthy charges were first brought into the open.

Tax Inequality 


The Editors: I read the article in the Sunday 
paper with the maps showing Georgia’s inequi- 
table tax question, and would like to make some 
criticisms as well as some suggestions. 

As I see it, it is an injustice to try to show 
the per acre land valuation as given in by the 
various counties without stating that this valua- 
tion includes the improvements thereon. This 
makes Echols valuation of $2.08 high, compared 
to Fulton’s $317.36. You know, one acre of down- 
town Atlanta would be valued far more than 
some whole counties. 


To say that this variation of valuation as 


to waste lands, improvements or general state 
of productivity. 


There should be some uniform mode of as- 
sessment, whether 40 percent of actual valua- 
tion or 75 percent, etc., and each county should 
be required to make this return to the State. If 
this were done, and if the tax were increased 
to, say, 10 percent, and the present tax on ciga- 
rettes, liquor, etc., extended, we would not need 
a sales tax (general). If not constitutional to 
increase to the 10 percent, a repeal of the home- 
stead exemption law, coupled with the other 
stipulations above mentioned, should cover our 
tax needs. Then the utilities would pay their 
part of the tax burden, and every merchant in 
Georgia would not be a tax collector. 


Retain the State’s five percent (or 10 percent, 
if. necessary) and the local tax assessors and be 
sure that there is none on the Board who does 
not know that all lands are not of equal value, 
or who thinks one acre of land in Echols is as 
valuable as one acre in Atlanta.

The initial 
“take” of five billion dollars in taxes which 
President Truman has asked, and which Con- 
gress will grant, is merely a starter. There will 
be more taxes, for we intend to pay as we go 
to preserve the stability of our economy, and on 
the basis of ability to pay. There will be more 
controls, as President Truman has indicated.

of reading lists of “The Ten Best Books” and decided to find what 

the ten dullest and most boring were. So—again, they: say—they 

sent out a questionnaire to hundreds of editors, writers, book 

sellers, librarians, critics and other whatnots asking them to send 
in their lists of the “Ten Worst.” 

It would be interesting to an anthropologist in making a study 
of the American mind to know just who answered the questions. 
Obviously only a limited number of people and only of a distinct 
type were polled. 


Dirty Digs The Associated Press report speaks of “the staid 


and dignified Columbia University Press.” Staid 
and dignified my eye! President Eisenhower should look into this 
matter. It is not only a reflection on the educational standing of 
Columbia—whatever that is—but also a dirty dig at the intellectual 
immaturity of the American mind. 


Maybe a Congressional committee could get at the bottom of 
it. WHO filled out this questionnaire? Our world reputation for’ 
culture, maturity and common sense is at stake. 


That vote looks like one of those Kansas City affairs. 


The report in the Columbia Press magazine, “The Pleasures of 
Publishing,” says it asked the best minds in America to name the 
“ten most boring books.” They follow: 

John Bunyan’s “Pilgrim’s Progress,” Melville’s “Moby Dick,” 
Milton’s “Paradise Lost,” Spenser’s “Faerie Queene,” Boswell’s 
“Life of Johnson,” Richardson’s “Pamela,” Eliot’s “Silas Marner,” 
Scott’s “Ivanhoe,” Cervantes’ “Don Quixote” and Goethe’s “Faust.” 


The very reading of the list suggests why it is so essential to 
know WHO and WHAT was boring. I have asked a half-dozen 
cultured, highly educated and sophisticated people of Detroit and 
they insist they were never sent a copy of the questionnaire. There 
must be at least three or four such people in, let us say, Chicago 
and maybe several in New York. Were they asked? 


The report says it was agreed that the dullest and most boring 
book of all is Bunyan’s “Pilgrim’s Progress.” This may be true, 
I have never read it. Just snatches. Bunyan bored me long be- 
fore I got around to his books. I am willing to accept the literary 
authorities of the centuries that “Pilgrim’s Progress” is the finest 
allegory ever written in any language. 

But I do not like allegories. So what? So I am bored! 


Yet Bunyan is an inescapable figure in any 
Inescap able rounded history of our civilization. No doubt 
the most terribly boring thing in the world was the “Rosetta Stone” 
for those who could not understand it, but because there were those 
who realize its significance, the whole story of ancient civilizations 
was opened to mankind. 

As a boy I thought “Moby Dick” was one of the grandest ad- 
ventures of all literature. I was innocent and ignorant enough to 
enjoy it before the highbrows tried to make it into some vast 
esoteric symbolism of frustration for the human race. All these 
interpretative books about “Moby” would bore me if I peeked at 
’em. But I swallowed the whale—whole. 

Milton’s “Paradise Lost” never bores me even when I haven't 
the slightest idea what he is driving at. I read him for his music 
just as I listen to a symphony—without understanding. 

Why anybody should take the trouble to be bored by Spenser’s 
“Faerie Queene” I do not know. Yet Spenser, with Chaucer, was 
one of that little band of pioneering minds that made possible the 
glories of the English language, flowering in 

Boswell’s “Johnson,” Richardson’s “Pamela,” Eliot’s “Silas 
Marner” and Scott’s “Ivanhoe,” I read in my early youth and re- 
member only the happy flavor of the tales. To say that you are 
“bored” by such books is like saying you are bored by pork chops 
or a sunset or climbing the Rockies. You cannot be bored by them 
because if you do not like them you do not read them. 

I was not bored by Goethe’s “Faust.” I was told early that 
unless I could read Goethe in German there was no possibility of 
ever understanding the glorious sweep of his poetry. So I know 
nothing about that. You cannot be bored by music you cannot hear. 

Anybody who says that he has been bored by reading “Don 
Quixote” ought to have his head examined. Not in the literature 
of the world has there ever been more glorious fun. 

If Cervantes were alive today I would insist upon him becom- 
ing a Washington correspondent so we could understand what is 


going on. |

A group 
of men who called their organization The 
Yazoo Companies was formed to purchase 
the western lands of the State from the 
legislature. More than 35,000,000 acres, a 
tract of land nearly the size of the present 
State of Georgia, was sold to them for one 
and a half cents an acre. 

After the sale, U. S. Senator James Jack- 
son resigned, came home and ran for the 
legislature hoping to help defeat what he 
called “a conspiracy of the darked charac- 
ter and of deliberate villainy.”

Cold Drugs 


For many years this column has been attacking the 
notion that “colds” are caused by “chilling,” wet feet and 


“drafts.” 


There is not enough space 
here go into a discussion of 
all that purports to be a “cold,” 
but those of you who are in- 
terested may recall that I have 
repeatedly suggested the. term 
“CRI” in this connection, “CRI” 
is an abbreviated form of the 
word “common respiratory in- 
fection.” 

A common respiratory in- 
fection, as the name indicates, 
means simply an infection of 
the respiratory apparatus in- 
cluding the nose, throat and air- 
ways within the chest, which 
subsides with or without treat- 
ment and leads to no complica- 
tions or lasting ill-effects. 

If you choose to call this a 
“cold” it is all right with me, 
but the point I have long tried 
to put over is that in the easly 
stages of this disorder no one 
can tell with certainty just what 
is developing. 

The person who states that he 
has a “cold” when he develops 
symptoms of respiratory irrita- 
tion is speaking on the basis of 
wishful thinking and not on fact. 
The symptoms of a “cold” may 
actually’ be the symptoms of a 
developing polio, meningitis, 
pneumonia, scarlet fever, mea- 
sles or other disease. The per- 
son who states that he has 
“CRI” at least puts you on 


guard because he implies hat he 
hopes it is nothing worse. 


“CRI” is an infectious dis- 
ease, eaning that it can be 
acquired from some one else 
who has it. As a matter of fact, 
there is no other way of ac- 
quiring it except by deliberately 
or accidentally infecting your- 
self with the disease-producing 
micro-organisms (germs, virus- 
es) from a laboratory specimen. 

It is eternally odd that so 
many persons are willing to ac- 
cept the notion that chilling, wet 
feet and drafts produce “colds” 
or pneumonia, but never think 
of these things in connection 
with scarlet fever, measles and 
other infectious diseases. How- 
ever, all of these are identically 
the same in their mode of trans- 
mission from one person to an- 
other. 

Recent scientific and carefully 
controlled investigations re- 
veal that those who take pills 
made of bread-dough for the 
purpose of preventing or treat- 
ing “colds,” thinking them to 
be “antihistamines” show the 
same results—or rather lack of 
results—as those who take the 
actual drugs. As matters now 
stand, there is no reason to 
believe that the antihistamine 
drugs are of proved value

Swim and Slim To End 
Angular Knots and Pots 


Editor’s Note: This is tenth in a series on Summer slimming. 


If it were not for swimming, there wouldn’t be any 


bathing beauties. 


But many girls write that they won't 


get into a swim suit because they are ashamed of their 


figures ...or that they do not swim. 


.. and so their fig- 


ures go completely to pot as Summer simmers on. 


Girls, regardless of your figure 
or whether or not you can swim, 
if you really want a good figure 
come fall, then get into a bath- 
ing suit. You don’t have to be 
an expert to get beautiful re- 
sults ...in fact, you don’t even 
need to swim. We're going to 
take our calisthenics in the 
water. The added resistance of 
the water makes any exercise 
twice as effective. 

Let’s say you need to put 
some tone in the brace of mid- 
dle muscles and in the back hip 
muscles . .. here’s your swim 
exercise: Hang onto the side of 
the pool or to the dock, in water 
about waist deep. Now. holding 
right knee stiff. push backwards 
against the water with the right 
leg ... push as far back as you 
can, swing forward, and push 


back again, six counts, later 
more. Then repeat with the left 


leg. 

If it’s the thigh muscles that 
are flabby: instead of pushing 
straight back, angle to the side 
and back, again pushing against 
the water. Then swing the leg 
straight out to the side, and 
cross in front ... to reach those 
inner thigh muscles which fre- 
quently need toning. 

Catch hold of the side of the 
pool with both hands and prac- 
tice the side-scissors .. that 
adapts itself well to aquatic ex- 
ercises. The idea is to hold 
knees stiff and shuttle in a scis- 
sors action. It’s a much harder 
exercise against the water, but 
it’s beautifully rewarding. 

Of course if you swim... all 
the better. It doesn’t matter 

h stroke you use—they are 

ing. The most diffi- 

cult is the old-fashioned breast 

stroke—that is, it takes the most 

effort—but it’s guaranteed to 

build feminine curves and cover 
the collarbone bautifully.

Beat the heat—cook in the refrigerator. 
In hot weather, it’s a smart cook who stays out of the kitchen until it is almost 
time to put dinner on the table. Appoint your refrigerator as “Summer cook.” 


A warm-weather blessing as 
well as a cool weather boon, 
refrigerator cooking not only 
beats the heat but also elimi- 
nates the last-minute mealtime 
- bustle..Main dishes can be pre- 
pared in the cool of the morn- 
ing and more than a day in 
edvance. Whole meals can be 
stored in the refrigerator until 
ready to serve or cook. 

Chilled juices, cold soups, 
fruit and relishes make ideal 
first courses. 

Your choice of main dishes is 
wide-jellied chicken, fish or 
meat loaves: cold meats with 
potatoe salad; cold baked fish; 
eold roast turkey or fried chick- 
en; boiled tongue or barbecued 
meats for hearty sandwiches. 
Here is one which can be made 
from leftover baked ham, a
